Applicant's arguments filed 02/26/2008 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

While features of an apparatus may be recited either structurally or functionally, claims directed to an apparatus must be distinguished from 
the prior art in terms of structure rather than function. In re Schreiber, 128 F.3d 1473, 1477-78, 44 USPQ2d 1429, 1431-32 (Fed. Cir. 1997) 
(The absence of a disclosure in a prior art reference relating to function did not defeat the Board's finding of anticipation of claimed 
apparatus because the limitations at issue were found to be inherent in the prior art reference); see also In re Swinehart, 439 F.2d 210, 
212-13, 169 USPQ 226, 228-29 (CCPA 1971); In re Danly, 263 F.2d 844, 847, 120 USPQ 528, 531 (CCPA 1959). "[Apparatus claims 
cover what a device is, not what a device does." Hewlett-Packard Co. v. Bausch & Lomb Inc., 909 F.2d 1464, 1469, 15 USPQ2d 1525, 
1528 (Fed. Cir. 1990) (emphasis in original). 

In view of this, limitations following "operable to" are not positive limitations and thus are not given patentable weight. 

Further, the claims have been amended to include the previously rejected limitations of claims 105 and 106; therefore the amendment is 
viewed as not placing the claims in better condition for allowance. 

Claims 1 05 and 1 06 would also be objected to for failing to further limit the claimed invention, in view of the proposed amendments. 
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
